But when 
you get right down to it you win in 
this game as a TEAM and that's 
what we're going to be this season.’ 


Dallas Green is 6-5, 230 pounds 
with wavy hair now streaked with 
gray and a voice that has the 
potential to shatter windows. He 
looks imposing and seems like a 
man destined to command the 
leadership role he now occupies at a 
crucial time in the history of the 
Phillies. 

When Paul Owens decided to 
make the move last August and 
replace low-key Danny Ozark with 
the volatile Green, there were some 
skeptics in the Phillies clubhouse. 
Since that time Green has had a 
great deal of communication with his 
athletes and they appear ready to 
give this energetic man the chance 
to lead them to a land they have 
seen up close but haven’t been able 
to reach. 

The Phillies won three straight 
division titles under Danny Ozark 
before a combination of poor play 
and injuries dropped the club to the 
status of also-ran. They will be a 
different team under Dallas Green. 

Stand by, because 1980 
promises to be very, very interesting.
